The new county school district 
law which has gone ipto effect 
makes some very meter.al ebang 
es in the method of governing 
the poblic schools of the county 
with which every citisen sboald 
familiarise himself. In the 
first place the law provides that 
an eketion for school trustee 
shall be held in each district of 
the county on the first Satuiday 
in August. 1 bis election is to 
be held much after the manner 
of the regular elections of other 
officials. The election shall be 
by balldtand it shall be the duty 
of the regular election commis¬ 
sioners to appoint s clerk and 
tvn judges of the flection, In 
order to became a candidate for 
the office of school trustee it 
shall be necessary for .such cand 
idate to file a petition with the 
county clerk at least ten days be 
fore the day of e’ection. The \ e 
tition most be signed by at leas- 
ten persons eligible to vote at 
said erection. A feature about 
the new scbooUaw is that it does 
away with the seDerate school 
districts and separate trustees 
for colored schools. The Colored 
districts will be of the samf 
boundary as the white districts 
bat one set of trustees will 
goveriT'both the colored and the 
white schools. The law makes 
no distinction however as to the 
qualifications of the trustees. 
A co ored mao is as much entitl¬ 
ed tQ act as trustee as s white 
man, provided he is regular);

Byron's ttrsnuoua Efforts t* K**p 
Him*.If From Getting Fat 

"You mention Browning's Ides thst 
starvation was tbe rnre for all tbe Ills 
of th* flesh—bis own. at any rote." 
says a correspondent "Browning was 
not the only poet with peculiar views 
on the subject One of Byron's chief 
fears waa that of becoming fat and to 
avoid It be often retorted to extraor¬ 
dinary systems of diet At Athens be 
lived mainly on rite and vinegar and 
water. Later he couflned himself to 
six biscuits a day and tea. In 1816 be 
had so restricted bis diet tbst be was 
obliged to keep down hunger by chew¬ 
ing mastic and tobacco. 'Dou Juan' 
waa 'written on gin and water.’" 

Byron. It has been pointed oet. waa 
one of those foredoomed by tbelr con¬ 
stitutions to rutnees in middle life, 
whether they eat much or little, and 
bla victory over nature In this respect 
—for be succeeded In reducing himself 
by these vldlent methods—has been 
quoted as one of the most remarkable 
achievements of tbe human will, con¬ 
sidering all the circ umstances. It must 
have been bitter to him to see such s 
ruan as Beau Brumtnel. who ate and 
drank freely and took no exercise, re¬ 
taining without nn effort all tbe ele¬ 
gance of figure that waa hla greatest 
gift No wonder Byron's was the po¬ 
etry of gloom.—London News.
